Needs Five Sales 


Speed With Which Fanners 


Bush Crop in Eastern 
Carolina Is Cited As Ex- 
ample of What Will Take 
Place Here. ; 


Reports from the leading markets 


l»f Eastern Carolina received tbday 
Indicate that the tobacco growers in- 
tend rushing their leaf to market to 
avail themselves of the present scale 
of prices. While the auction men ap- 
peared last nigh't to be well satisfied 
.•with the results of the opening day, a 
'dispatch from, the Tobacco Growers 
Cooperative 
Marketing 
Association 
'news bureau established In Raleigh 
stressed the point that growers were 
disappointed especially those who had 
adopted a policy of watchful waiting 
[before making a final decision as to 
the 'pool.' 
M. O. Nelson reported from Whlte- 
;ville. N. C.. last night that yesterday 
(the largest auction pa lea ever seen at 
that market took place, the average 
price being paid the highest. He said 
that 60,000 Rounds of leaf was carried 
away by farmers on account, of the 
block, being unable to get It'on the 
iBoor. 
In his message Mr. Nelson :aid that 
five gales In Danville will not handle 
the tobacco brought here at the open- 
Ing of the season, October 1st "If 
prices are like they are here and If 
the fanners rush their tobacco oft." 


Officials of the Cooperative Market- 
Ing Association have been quick to 
take cognizance of the affidavit made 
by Mike Rhodes of Mullins and copies 
,of which have been used extensively 
as propaganda by those hostile to the 
pool. 
In his affidavit Rhodes said 
that th_e officials of the pool had mis- 
represented the facts and that on ac- 
count of the pitiful sum he obtained 
for 220 pounds of tobacco delivered 
there, he had decided to sell his leaf 
at auction. Realizing that this pro- 
paganda was doing harm to the new- 
organization an investigation was set 
on foot and K. L. Walton who has 
charge of the 'pool's' interests in Dan- 
ville received a telegram yesterday 
from Mulllns signed by Guy Wilklns. 
atatipg- that Rhodes was a furniture 
repairer and not a farmer, that he 
was intoxicated when he delivered his 
tobacco and that he had 'lied' about 
his tobacco. The telegram also cast 
other reflections on the man. 


It was reported here currently to- 
day that the Co-operative Association 
before makingf cash advances to its 
'^ers. is 
deducting 
mortgages 
^account-of fertilizer bills, some 
covering the j>ist three or 
. _rs, thus -projecting the large 
fertilizer companies. This Is proving a 
great benefit to the fertilizer concerns 
who are said to have large sums out- 
standing. It is asserted by some that 
this -deduction la made without the 
previous consent of the tobacco far- 
mer but others declare that the cours- 
•f the pool in this regard has been 
made clear to ali members OL thu .-vt- 
eoclation and that such action has not 
taken them by surprise.

Institutes Suit 


A chancery suit, involving more 
than a quarter of a million dollars, 
has been filed in the Corporation Court 
of 
Danville by - Col. W. T. Hughes 
against the Jno. E." Hughes Tobacco 
Companies. A breach of contract Is 
implied in the fourteen-pago declara- 
tion filed with the suit. 
The bill sets out that for the past 
several years a contract has been in 
existence between the Hughes com- 
panies and W. T. Hughes, covering 
tho conduct of the wrapper depart- 
ment, it being stated that Col. HuKhp* 
was entitled to one-third of the prof- 
Its and the Hughes companies to two- 
thirds of the profits from tho wrapper 
department. 
It is alleged that the 
Hughes companies agreed that a spe- 
cific charge on every hundred pounds 
of wrappers 
purchased would cover 
and be in lieu of all charges for pur- 
chasing, picking and prizing tha to- 
baccos which were bought. The bill 
alleges that Instead of making the 
agreed charge per hundred pounds, 
that this rate was doubled and trebled 
without the consent of Mr. Hughes and 
that in addition thereto charges were 
made against the joint account for 
Federal income taxes amounting to 
over $86,000. The business was done 
in the name of the corporation, and 
the papers in the suit allege that no 
income taxes were assessed or could 
have been assessed against the joint 
account and that the contract did not 
authorize any deduction on account 
of income taxes.

The suit seeks to have all the items 
charged against said account which 
are objected to by Col. Hughes pass- 
ed upon by the court. 
The amount 
involved is eomething over $275.000 
of which Col. Hughes, If he recovers, 
will be entitled to one-third.

The defendants will probably file 
their reply to the Allegations set forth 
within the next few weeks. The case 
will be ready for hearing within the 
next thirty days.

Finance Act Causes Con- 
sternation in That State. 


RALEIGH. Aug. I«—Innocent look-

through the State to Raleigh, assur- 
ing the folks that nine road find bridge 
bond sal*s negotiated by Bruce Crav- 
en are safe and lawful, have led trou- 
ble hunters to the spot where a vast 
bonehead is believed to have been 
treed. 
Not * word from Mr. Craven in 
that pamphlet, beyond guaranteeing 
his sales, was in that paper. But in- 
quiry has developed the fact that 
nearly all "road and bridg*" bonds is- 
sued by North Carolina counties since, 
December 19.

Harris, who made the arrests after 
he had captured three gallons of whis- 
ky on Matherly's machine, was that 
he -caught Matherly with the liquor 
and that Campbell was on his porch 
and waved the man with the sprits on, 
Indicating that the cqast was clear. 
This was the only connection Camp- 
bell had with the liquor except a sttae- 
ment of Matherly to the police that 
the whisky belonged to SCampbell but 
this was not in his presence and was 
not admitted as evidence, consequent- 
ly the dismissal of Campbell's case. 
Joe Bradberry. who was caught yes- 
terday with a gallon of whisky, was 
fined $10 and costs. Bradberry was 
seen to enter Sam Garrett's house on 
North Main street and when he came 
out he had the package. Garrett was 
also arrested but the warrant against 
him was dismissed this morning. 
Luther Dooley was fined $8.45 for 
operating an auto without the proper 
license tags. 
Fines of $20 and costs each were im- 
posed on John Dixon and Virginia 
Banks, .colored, on a statutory charge.

In Curacao In th« We«t Indl««, won 
tlrit paf« mention (or that quaint 
Dutch colony of th« Caribbean a f»w 
dayi ago even in the rnldit of our 
own Induatrlal trouble*. It waa n*wa 
beoaue* tho cool, »tabl« government 
of this little Island, cet down In the 
rnldit of somewhat temperamental 
Latin republic* ha« made It a synonym 
for peaceful efficiency. 
The iiland and Wlllemstad. Iti 
capital, the "Spotl«M Town" fo th« 
Carrlbbcan, are described in a recent 
bulletin from the Washington. D. C.. 
headquarters of the National Geogra- 
phical Society. 
Fragment of Holland in America 
"The traditions and customs and 
language of Spain "are written large 
over the entire mainland border of the 
Caribbean, the famous and infamous 
Spanish'Main," gays the bulletin. "But 
a bare 40 miles oft the coast of typi- 
cally Spanish Venebuela llea as true a 
fragment of old Holland as was Man- 
hattan's New Amsterdam in the day* 
of Us Dutch burgo-masters. 
When 
your ahlp noses into the narrow chan- 
nel that leads Into Wtilemstad's har- 
bor you must pinch yourself and keep 
your attention centered on the desert 
background rather than on the archj- 
te<"tui e, lest you think you are skirt- 
ing the coast of the Zu>der Zee. Vor 
more than three Sentuiies the Hol- 
landers have manifested this spit sur- 
rounded on all sides by strong alien 
influences, and to all outward appear- 
ance It Is still as Dutch as when Its 
first families were planted by the old 
Dutch West India Corrfpany 
"Curacao Is some 40 miles long and 
3 to 7 miles wide, and practically a 
desert. 
If its value were determined 


by its p roducts it would never be of 
much worth, aloes and cacti And a 
few desert ranches, its only original 
industries, sulphate rock and ostrich 
feathers from a few desert ostriches. 
But location, the possession of what 
has repeatedly been called th» "best 
harbor in the Caribbean, and owner- 
ship bV a nation of traders have made 
Curacao (and to foreigners that name 
usually goes for both Willemstad and 
the island) the Hong'Kong of the 
west. Just as the far eastern British 
island port, free from Chinese re- 
strictions, has built up a great trade 
between China and the rest of the 
world, so Curacao, an a more modest 
way has built up a trade between the 
northern tier 
of South American 
countries on the one hand and North 
America and Europe on the other. 
"Open opera boufte phase of life in 
Guracao, which is less marked now 
that the government i sbecoming more 
stable in the Latin American repub- 
lics, has to do with political fugitives 
The town is the particular haven of 
ex-dictators 
It used to be a poor day 


in Curacao when one could not find 
his half dozen or so generals and doc- 
tors who had just been on the wrong 
skle^ of a revolution and were lead- 
ing Micawber-like existences under 
the Dutch flag, waiting for something 
to turn up.' 
< "The newly ensconced dictators back 
on the mainland always sent a batch 
of *pies to Curacao to watch their 
predecessors, and in most cases there 
were other agents to spy on the spies. 
So in this serene, calm, non-political 
island, alien politics alwajs simmered 
under the surface 
The mos famous 
political refugee to seek safety in 
Curacao waa Simon Bolivar, \tho after 
a poor start at freeing Venezuela from 
the bpanish yoke, marked time on the 
little 'Dutch island until conditions 
were ripe, and then won the liberty of 
all northwestern South Amreica.
